do wn to dirt, filth a nd m isery .” 


“ The GI has the hardest job he has 
ever had in any war. We are not over there 
to kill — but to educate and instruct the 
South 
Vietnamese 
people.” 
“ When you are over there fighting,” said 
the specialist, “ and think about what the 
people at home are saying against the war, 
it m akes the job that much harder.” 
M adaras, lightly tanned, and sporting 
a 
short brush like mustache across his upper 
lip, walked into his 703 Center street, Stowe, 
hom e Friday at 9 o’clock in the morning. 
He yelled for his mother. 


“ I hea rd so meo ne ca ll,” sa id Mrs. 
Jo seph Ma da ra s, “ a nd it so unded like 
Jo ey , but he wa s suppo sed to ca ll when 
he g o t ba ck in the Sta tes . . . It’s so g o o d 
to ha v e him ho me a g a in.” 


The twenty four year old veteran m an­ 
aged to get a ride to Pottstown from Norris­ 
town early Friday, and went directly to the 
Bell Telephone company office of his sister, 
Jeannette, 18 . 
One of the workers there told her som e­ 
one was here to see her. he explained, “ and 
when she saw me she did a double take 
and said, “ Joey, It’s Joey.” 


Then Ma da ra s, who wa s la st ho me 
fo r a 1 0 da y lea v e in September, bo r­ 
ro wed his sister’s ca r a nd dro v e do wn 
to the Bethlehem steel pla nt where his 
fa ther wa s wo rking .

M adaras was one of hundreds of GIs 
who received Christm as mail and packages 
from the people of Pottstown and vicinity 
through The Mercury.

I got more 
than 100 cards while I was in Ben Cat,” 
he said.

“ When he saw me,” Madaras said, “he 
looked at me for a while, and then he 
said. ‘Hi.’ ”

“ No one wants to go to Viet Nam ,” ha 
said Friday from his home, “ but I think 
every true American wants to be free and 
does his part to make it so.”

Madaras was one of hundreds of GIs 
who received Christmas mail and packages 
from the people of Pottstown and vicinity 
through The Mercury. 
“ I really appreciate how well the people 
responded with cards and letters. I got more 
than 100 cards while I was in Ben Cat,” 
he said.

IS APPOINTED 
BY SUHARTO 


President Sukarno 
Is Shorn of 
Power 


SINGAPORE (AP)—Lt. Gen. 
Suharto appointed, toe nucleus 
of a strong antl-Commumist In­ 
donesian Cabinet on Friday in a 
move that seemed, to leave 
President 
SukamO' 
shorn 
of 
power. 
Suharto, the army chief and 
Indonesian strong man, earlier 
in the day had. detained. Deputy 
Premier Subandrio and 14 other 
pro-Communist Cabinet minis­ 
ters, all favorites of Sukarno. 
Diplomatic quarters in Singa­ 
pore saidi Sukarno, 84, had, lost 
the last round, of his struggle for 
Power with toe military. He had 
resisted army demands that he 
fire Subandrio and the others. 
One source even went so far 
as to say “Sukarno is finished” 
but the general, 'belief was that 
the president still will be used 
as a figurehead. 
Persons in Singapore familiar 
with Indonesian developments 
said, the military had taken Su­ 
karno to' his palace at Bogor, 40 
miles south of Jakarta, “for his 
own protection.” 
Suharto named one of Indone­ 
sia's most respected men, Ham* 
engku Buwono, sultan of Jogja­ 
karta, as first deputy premier in 
place of Subandrio, Sukarno’s 
trusted pro-Peking lieutenant, 
Jakarta radio said. 
A leader to the fight for inde­ 
pendence from the Dutch, Bu­ 
wono thus appears to be the 
most powerful civilian to the 
Indonesian hierarchy. Sukarno 
fired Buwono as defense minis­ 
ter in. 1955. 
Jakarta radio said all appoint­ 
ments were temporary and the 
action was taken on orders of 
Sukarno. But it said Sukarno 
was not at a meeting of the gen­ 
erals at his Jakarta palace. The 
radio said Sukarno had ordered 
military detention of Subandrio 
and. the others, but tbe order 
was considered .to. Singapore to 
be Suharto’s.

By WILLIAM L. RYAN 
AP Special Correspondent 
Out of the incredible chaos 
which Is Indonesia today, there 
is a hope that something better 
will emerge: but It probably 
will take a long time. 
There are able and patriotic 
men in the wings ready to lend 
their talents to an effort to re ­ 
store order and raise a natural­ 
ly rich and potentially prosper­ 
ous nation of 105 million by its 
bootstraps. 
One man around whom many 
of Jav a’s educated class might 
rally is the sultan of Jogjakarta. 
Hamengku Buwono IX, who was 
named as first deputy prem ier 
Friday" 
replacing 
the 
pro- 
Chinese Subandrio. 
Buwono’s history of devotion 
to 
Indonesian 
independence 
from domination of any political 
color is well known to elements 
that yearn for some sign of sta ­ 
bility. As tem porary first depu­ 
ty premier he holds a powerful 
position under Lt. Gen. Suharto, 
the military strong man. 
But there are many hurdles to 
be taken before Indonesia can 
calm down. Tbe country today 
is a mass of confusion. Probably 
there remain pockets of armed 
pro-Chinese Communists dug in 
somewhere in the mountains of 
central and eastern Java. These 
could pose a threat of guerrilla 
war. 
As recently as two months 
ago, military officials in Ja k a r­ 
ta 
reported the existence 
of 
these groups and the outbreak 
of small-scale battles against 
the 
arm y. Suharto, 
as arm y 
commander, said in a February 
speech that the arm y’s purpose 
was complete destruction of all 
Communist strength to prevent 
any change of a grab for power.

* 
Indonesia, however, Is too im­ 
portant to be afforded the luxu­ 
ry of being left alone. Her neck­ 
lace of 3,000 islands strings 
across some of the most strate­ 
gic waterways of the Orient. 
Her natural resources make her 
a target for imported strife and 
exploitation. 
While the pro-Chinese Indone­ 
sian Communist party took a 
fearful beating in the events 
since Oct. 1, when its attempt at 
a coup failed, there probably 
still 
are 
enough 
Communists 
and their sympathizers to cause 
serious trouble. 
The chances for trouble are 
increased because of the vast 
confusion reigning among the 
volatile and articulate students 
in Java. Many of them probably 
considered themselves loyal to 
President Sukarno as the father- 
figure of the Indonesian revolu­ 
tion as they dem onstrated vio­ 
lently against the Communists 
and the Chinese'. 
'The students, who ere a po­ 
tent political force in such a na­ 
tío», probably have no particu­ 
lar regard for the United States, 
since they have been taught for 
many years that the Americans 
represent “ neocolonialism, colo­ 
nialism and im perialism .” 
Sukarno and his deputy, Su­ 
bandrio, never let the students 
forget these labels and laid all 
the manifold troubles of the na­ 
tion to its long history of coloni­ 
al rule under the Dutch.

What Annoys Oyster? . . . 
It’s Plagued By Much . . . 
it SUCCULENT — There was the time when 
gourmets complained it was a long time 
from ApRil to SeptembeR. That was because 
oysters dissappeared from the menu. But 
now you may eat them year ’round, provided 
a scarcity doesn’t exist. The oyster has a 
discouraging number of hazards and handi­ 
caps. Civilization’s inroads, storms, infant 
mortality, strange new maladies, and the 
boundless enthusiasm of predators ranging 
from starfish to human beings take an in­ 
creasing toll. Starfish, one of the worst of 
the lot, have all but killed out the famed 
oysters of Long Island Sound. 
A deadly 
blight, cause unknown but seemingly harm ­ 
less to .people, has devastated oysters in 
Delaware Bay and now threatens Maryland 
waters. Other Eastern and Southern oyster- 
producing areas have had sim ilar troubles 
with pests and pestilence. . . .

UNLESS the steady decline of the 
oysters is reversed, It Is possible that 
future Pottstonians may look for the 
marine bivalve In aquariraus — not sea­ 
food markets. The nation's foremost food 
oyster, Ostrea rirginica, could become n 
rarity surviving in a few protected beds. 
Tbe oyster has loyal and determined 
friends, however, in the United States 
Fish and Wildlife Service and state fish­ 
ery agencies. The Government’s intensive 
research into the oyster’s troubles is 
being carried on at Miliord, Conn. and 
a new laboratory at Oxford, Md. Marine 
biologists are exploring many aid pro­ 
grams, notably the control of natural 
predators by safe chemicals, artificial 
propagation and selective breeding, and 
the raising of plump, healthy, well- ad­ 
justed oysters out of the sea in an artifi­ 
cial environment. . » .

★ THE CAUSE of concern is one of the 
world’s oldest living inhabitants, an old- 
tim er of perhaps 300 million years. This is 
an excellent record of longevity considering 
that the oyster has no head, no distinct 
brain, no effective means of defending it­ 
self, and a poor chance of surviving from 
spathood to adulthood. The oyster thrives 
best in bays or estuaries, not too salty and 
fed by nutrient-bearing fresh stream s. Like 
lilies of the field, oysters toil not, neither do 
they spin. For two weeks after >a baby 
oyster has been ejected from mother’s shell, 
it drifts freely. On reaching the size of a 
pinhead, it sinks to the bottom, cements it­ 
self to a clean, hard surface, and begins a 
life of ease. An old oyster shell makes the 
best base, but a tin can will do. . . . 
* * * 
THE OYSTER will never, of its own 
volition, move again. Food must come to 
It. It is a finicky eater, carefully select­ 
ing the tidbits that it considers a suit­ 
able diet. And it is a prodigious drinker 
—day and night. Straining the w ater 
minute plants and! animals, an oyster 
guzzles dozens of quarts every 24 hours. 
Unlike most animals, the oyster assim i­ 
lates its food before digestion sets in. 
Ironically, it may starve if food is too 
plentiful because the glut can damage its 
straining processes. Into its moist, rather 
shapeless 
body, the oyster packs an 
abundance 
of 
protein, 
carbohydrates, 
fat, salts, and minerals such as iodine. 
Many people consider it one of nature’s 
great gifts to gastronomy. Despite its 
-- lazy nature, the oyster's life is one of 
danger and dram a. A storm may entomb 
it in silt. A sudden epidemic may sweep 
the bed. There are competitors for food 
and always an arm y of outright enemies

it EVEN THE OYSTER seems baffled by its 
eccentric sex life. Eastern oysters (virginica) 
usually start out as males, but enough of 
them change themselves into females to 
establish a suitable ratio of about 50 to 50. 
English oysters never seem able to decide, 
switching back and forth in their solitude. 
Byron’s explanation: '“An oyster may be 
cross’d in love’, and why? Because he mopeth 
idly in his shell . . . ” Unstable though it 
may be, the oyster is fantastically fecund. 
It has been estimated that an American 
oyster produces an everage of 30 million eggs, 
of which only a few reach maturity. The 
oyster, despite its obvious lack of persona­ 
lity, has long been praised and personified 
by writers. It was Lewis Carroll’s Walrus 
who could' not resist eating his oyster 
acquaintances but he did so with sobs and 
tears, “holding his pocket-handkerchief be­ 
fore his streaming eyes.”

and growth in God's grace. 
Now let us consider three 
would - be disciples and what 
they learned from the reaction 
of Christ to their excuses. 
The first man came to Jesus 
saying, ”1 will f o l l o w thee 
whithersoever thou goest,” but 
he had not counted the cost. He 
was not ready to consecrate his 
property to God and put the 
kingdom of Christ first in his 
life. 
Discipleship is not assumed 
l i g h t l y . Total commitment 
means all we are, Nil we have 
— including our lives—is a gift 
from, God, ours only to admin­ 
ister .as stewards. 
The second man was called 
by Christ, but begged deferment 
of the offered discipleship, put­ 
ting family duty above duty to 
Christ. 
Discipleship cannot be put 
off ; when God calls the response 
must be Immediate. Commit­ 
ment requires the putting of 
God's kingdom above all else, 
and witnessing for Him now.
